Hr.  Chairman  Sc  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  ninth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  Administration  of  the  County 
for  the  year  1929. 

Birth  Rate. — The  rate  for  the  County  was 
16. 2,  compared  with  15.5  for  1928.  The  rate  is  higher 
in  the  Rural  than  in  the  Urban  districts. 

Death  Rate. — The  crude  rate  for  the  County 
was  12.9  and  the  standardised  rate  9.4  per  1000  of 
the  population. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  rate  for  the 
County  was  46  per  1000  births,  compared  with  60 
for  the  5 years  1924 — 28.  The  percentage  of  breast- 
jed  infants  is  still  too  low  ; see  page  18, • 

Maternal  Mortality. — Reference  is  made  on 
pages  13  and  14  to  a Report  on  17  maternal  deaths 
which  occurred  from  1923  to  1929  inclusive.  Early 
booking  of  midwives  is  very'  important  in  connection 
with  ante-natal  care.  Reference  is  made  on  page  14 
to  the  absence  of  telephonic  communication  in  some 
parts  of  the  County. 
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Orthop/Edic  Scheme. — Particulars  are  given  on 
page  tq.  If  deformities  are  detected  early  and 
remedial  measures  adopted  it  is  possible  to  prevent 
crippling. 

Tuberculosis. — -There  has  been  a definite 
decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  during  the  last  five 
years;  particulars  are  given  on  page  24.  I have 
referred  in  previous  P-  arts  to  the  importance  of 
proper  feeding,  and  t specially  applies  to  children  ; 
it  is  essential  that  the  Pght  kind  of  food  should  be 
taken,  and  that  it  should  be  properly  cooked. 

Mental  Disease. — This  is  referred  toon  page 
28.  The  Mental  Treatment  Act,  1930,  which  comes 
into  operation  on  January  1st,  1932,  provides  for 
admission  of  cases  of  mental  disease  to  an  Institution, 
Hospital,  or  Nursing  Home  without  a reception  order. 
Persons  who  are  desirous  of  voluntarily  submitting 
themselves  to  treatment,  may  make  a written 
application  to  be  received  as  voluntary  patients  (Sec.i) 

Persons  who  are  suffering  from  mental  disease 
and  are  likely  to  bezeft  by  temporary  treatment,  but 
are  for  the  time  being  incapable  of  expressing 
themselves  as  willing  or  unwilling  to  receive  such 
treatment,  may  in  a '.written  application  made  on  their 
behalf,  but  without  a reception  order,  be  received  as 
temporary  patients  fer  the  purpose  of  treatment  (Sec. 5) 

General  Remarks. — Treatment  of  disease  is 
expensive,  this  especially  applies  to  Mental  Disease, 
Mental  Deficiency,  Tuberculosis  and  Smallpox,  it  is 
therefore  economical  :a  prevent  disease. 
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The  cost  of  the  Public  Health  and  allied 
services  during  the  year  ig28 — 29,  amounted  to  a 
rate  of  4.5yd  in  the  pound,  made  up  as  follows 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  .yd  ; Tuberculosis  i.  yd ; 
Welfare  of  the  Blind  .id;  Other  Public  Health  Services 
.6d;  School  Medical  Service  1.1yd;  Mental 
Deficiency  ,3d. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  express  my  thanks 
to  those  members  of  the  County  Council  who  have 
given  me  their  support,  and  to  the  members  ‘of  the 
staff  tor  their  co-operation  and  assistance.

STILL  BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  still-births  registered  in  the  County 
during  1929  was  16.  The  rate  was  74  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion compared  with  '68  for  England  and  Wales.  There  were  13 
legitimate  births  (male  5,  female  8),  and  3 illegitimate  births 
(male  2,  female  1.)

(1)  Of  the  41  illegitimate  live  births  during  1929,  7 were  in  the 
Urban,  and  34  in  the  Rural  Districts.  The  percentage  of  total  live 
baths  was  11 '7  (Urban  9 6 Rural  12'3)  compared  with  74  for  the 
County,  for  the  5 years,  1921-25,  being  the  same  for  the  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts. 

(2)  Of  the  3 illegitimate  still-births  during  1929,  1 was  in  the 
Urban,  and  2 were  in  the  Rural  Districts.  The  percentage  out  of 
total  still-births  was  18'8  (Urban  25,  Rural  16'7). 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  which  occured  during  1929  in 
the  County,  after  due  correction  for  residents  who  died  outside 
the  County,  and  non-residents  who  died  in  the  County,  was  279, 
compared  with  284  for  1928;  the  rate  was  12'9  per  1,000. 

Of  the  deaths  90  (42  males,  8 females)  occured  in  the  Urban 
and  189  (96  males  93  females)  in  the  Rural  Districts.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  Number  of  deaths  under  1 year  in  the  County  during 
1 9 29  was  16  compared  with  27  in  1928;  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  (no,  of  deaths  under  1 year  per  ,1000  births)  was  46  compared 
with  80  in  1929.  Of  the  deaths  1 (male)  occurred  in  an  Urban 
District,  and  15  (7  males,  and  8 females)  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

Three  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  (females)  occurred  in  the 
rural  districts;  the  infantile  mortality  rate  calculated  on  the 
illegitimate  births  is  73,  compared  with  a rate  of  42  in  connection 
with  legitimate  births.

Rural  District-  The  death  rate  per  1,000  births  was  2'9  compared 
with  a rate  of  S I for  England  and  Wales.

The  total  rate  for  :he  7'rban  Dis- 
tricts of  Radnorshire  was  3 ' 3 , and  for  the  Rural  7'1  Since  192 
detailed  particulars  have  been  obtained  in  regard  to  7 out  of  ih 
19  deaths  [3  Urban  and  16  Rural]  up  to  the  end  of  2 : 2 - The  fol- 
lowing is  a summary  of  the  information  obtained.

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A Doctor,  apart  from  a midwife,  was  booked  in  7 cases  (all 
in  Rural  Areas),  in  2 cases  several  months,  and  in  1 case  one 
month  preceding  labour;  in  the  remaining  4 cases  the  interval 
was  not  known,  but  appeared  to  be  short. 

(3)  The  County  is  completely  covered  for  midwifery  pur- 
poses, The  number  of  trained  midwives  in  the  County  at  the  end 
of  1928  was  10,  and  the  number  of  bona-fide  midwives  (without 
the  certificate  of  the  C.M.B.)  15  ; the  numbers  in  1928  were  22 
and  2 respectively.  Both  bona-fide  midwives  have  now  given  up 
practice.  The  majority  of  midwifery  cases  are  attended  by 
nurse-midwives,  it  is  a rare  exception  for  cases  to  be  attended  by 
a handy-woman.  In  some  cf  the  Rural  Districts  the  booking  of 
mid  wives  is  unsatisfactory;  unless  cases  are  booked  early,  it  is 
impossible  to  detect  abnormalities,  inconsequence  a good  deal  of 
suffering,  some  of  a permanent  natuie  follows  and  in  some  cases 
death. 

(4)  In  59  per  cent  of  the  cases  death  took  place  at  the  first 
pregnancy,  on  the  other  hand  29  per  cent  occurred  at  the  4th  and 
5th  piegnancies. 

(5,  Some  of  the  mothers  have  a lowered  resistance  on  ac- 
count of  inadequate  nourishment  before  or  during  pregnancy. 

(61  The  occupation  of  the  husband  in  13  cases  was  as 
follows  : — Labourer  4 (Farm  3);  small  Farmer  4;  Coal  Dealer 
1;  Blacksmith  1;  Carter  1:  Roadman  1;  Carpenter  1.  Of  the  4 
unmarried  women,  3 were  Domestic  Servants,  and  1 was  the 
daughter  of  a Farmer;  none  of  the  married  women  had  followed 
a separate  occupation,  they  were  employed  in  house  or  farm 
work.  Ten  of  the  women  were  entitled  to  Maternity  benefit 
under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  In  the  Rural  Districts  a num- 
ber of  women  do  not  come  under  the  Insurance  Act. 

o (7)  Two  deaths  occurred  at  the  age  period  15-25  years,  7 in 
the  period  25-35  years,  and  8 between  35-45  years;  the  4 deaths  of 
unmarried  women  occuried  at  ages  17,  19,  40  and  43  years. 

Four  deaths  occurred  from  Puerperal  Fever,  and  1 3 from 
other  conditions  viz.  Embolism  4,  Eclampsia  3,  Toxaemia  1, 
Ante-partuin  Haemorrage  1,  Placenta  praevia  1,  Heart  Failure  2 
Other  1. 

(8)  Rates  per  1,000  births  in  regard  to  Maternal  Mortality 
are  misleading,  as  abortions  are  included,  2 deaths  in  1929, 
followed  this  condition. 

General  Remarks — Information  in  regard  to  booking'  of 
midwives  in  Radnorshire  was  given  by  the  Supt.  Nurse  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  County  Nursing  Association  on  May  8th, 
1930.  The  importance  of  earlier  booking  was  emphasised  ; after 
discussion  it  was  suggested  that  this  matter  should  be  taken  up 
by  each  District  Nursing  Association.  The  absence  of  tele- 
phone communication  in  the  parishes  of  Beguildy,  I.lanbister, 
Llanbadarn-fynydd,  Idandewy,  and  in  the  parish  of  St.  Har- 
mons, was  also  referred  to  ; it  is  hoped  that  there  will  shortly  be 
no  district  nursing  area  in  the  County  without  a telephone. 
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Ante-nttal  care  is  very  important,  and  although  the  benefit 
of  Ant-:  -ratal  centres  would  be  limited,  as  the  County  is 
sparsely  -caw  -.ted,  if  centres  were  established  in  the  3 Urban 
Areas,  ::u  * arid  be  available  for  women  residing  in  the  towns 

or  their  vranity. 

In  the  recent  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
Training Employment  of  Midwives,  it  was  suggested  that 
every  w:  ~an  who  comes  within  the  scope  of  the  National  In- 
surance A:::,  either  on  account  of  herself  or  her  husband  being 
insured, r ail  ! have  the  services  of  a private  doctor  for  Ante- 
natal ant  ? st-natal  examinations.

NURSING  HOME. 

The  Wingfield,  Llandrindod  Wells,  is  the  only  registered 
Nursing  Home  in  the  County  ; maternity  as  well  as  medical  uid 
surgical  cases  are  admitted. 

Notification  of  Births. — During  1929,  the  number  of 
births  notified  was  365  (live  351,  still  14),  of  these  301  were  noti- 
fied by  midwives,  11  by  matrons  of  hospitals  and  nursing  homes, 
51  by  doctors,  and  2 by  parents.  From  the  returns  supplied  by 
the  Registrars  of  the  districts  and  otherwise,  it  was  ascertained 
that  3 live  births  had  not  been  notified.  Altogether  99  per  cent 
of  births  were  notified. 
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Enquiries  were  made  by  the  nurses  respecting  13  still  births, 
which  occurred  during  the  year;  the  particulars  are  as  follows

Nos.  1,  8 and  9 were  illegitimate  births.  No.  8 moved  about 
from  place  to  place  during  pregnancy,  and  ante-natal  care  was 
impossible.  No.  9 was  a poor-law  case  : The  urine  was  tested 
in  Nos  2 — 7 inclusive  and  in  Nos.  10,  1 1 and  12  ; albumen  was 
detected  in  Nos.  7 — 12.  No.  13  was  attended  by  a handy- 
women,  and  died  in  Hospital  ; this  case  lias  been  previously 
referred  to. 


Health  Visiting. — The  whole  of  the  County  is  now  cov- 
ered for  this  purpose.  With  the  exception  of  the  St.  Harmon’s, 
Rhayader  Area,  the  whole  County  is  covered  by  District  Nursing 
Associations,  the  duties  of  Health  Visitor  and  School  Nurse 
being  undertaken  by  their  Nurses.  At  the  end  of  December, 
1929,  there  were  in  addition  to  the  Superintendent  Nurse,  l 
whole-time  Nurse,  and  18  subsidised  Nurses;  the  latteiqunder  16 
District  Nursing  Associations.

Of  92  infants  visited  in  1929,  who  reached  the  age  of  9 
months  within  the  year,  45  [49  per  cent]  were  entirely  breast-fed 
32  [34-7  percent]  were  breast-fed  for  a time,  4 [4’3  per  cent]  were 
breast-fed  and  artificially  fed,  and  11  [12  per  cent]  were  artifici- 
ally fed  from  birth;  in  the  32  cases  where  breast  feeding  was  car- 
ried out  for  a time,  the  period  was  as  follows  :-

In  50  per  cent  the  feeding  was  under  3 months  [one  quarter 
under  1 month]. 

The  reasons  given  for  artificial  feeding  in  34  cases  were  as 
follows  : failure  of  lactation  25,  ill-health  of  mother  4,  deformed 
nipples  1,  mother  unwilling  to  breast  feed  1;  3 mothers  were  un- 
married and  went  out  to  work.

Of  47  babies  artificially  fed,  the  feeding  was  as  follows  : — 
cows’  milk  43,  condensed  milk  2,  dried  milk  1,  and  patent  food  1 

The  kind  of  feeding  bottle  in  use  is  very  important,  infor- 
mation was  obtained  in  155  cases;  in  148  a boat-shaped  bottle 
with  an  indiarubber  teat  was  used,  and  in  7 cases  a bottle  with 
a long  indiarubber  tube.  Twenty  six  children  were  provided 
with  comforts  [dummies]  ; these  are  a frequent  source  of  flatu- 
lence and  other  troubl  s.  It  was  ascertained  that  only  a minority 
64  out  of  333  slept  in  a cot;  the  danger  of  overlaying  is  well 
known.  In  connection  with  12,  the  clothing  was  unsatisfactory, 
nineteen  infants  did  not  receive  sufficient  fresh  air. 

Nine  houses  were  damp,  7 were  in  bad  repair,  in  1 the  con- 
dition of  sanitary  convenience  was  unsatisfactory,  and  1 was 
overcrowded.  In  22  houses  the  lighting  and  ventilation  were 
poor,  in  2 the  water  supply  was  some  distance  from  the  house; 
Ten  houses  were  dirty,  and  also  the  inmates. 

I am  indebted  to  Miss  Lansdown,  Superintendent  Nurse  and 
Inspector  of  midwives  for  summarising  the  information  in  regard 
to  the  work  of  the  Health  Visitors.

ORTHOPAEDIC  SCHEME. 

On  pages  25  and  26  of  my  Annual  School  Report  for  1927, 
I referred  to  the  County  Scheme. 

On  pages  21  and  22  of  the  1929,  Report,  I referred  to  the 
treatment  of  crippled  children  attending  the  elementary  schools 
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in  the  County,  and  on  pages  33  and  34  reference  was  made  to 
children  attending  the  Secondary  Schools, 

Children  Under  School  Age. — There  were  4 new  cases  (boys); 
total  attendances  27  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  18,  Hereford  2, 
Craven  Arms  2 and  Leominster  5)  and  4 old  cases  (3  boys,  1 girl); 
total  attendances  21  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre).  Of  the  new 
cases,  a boy  3 days  old  fat  the  time  of  his  first  attendance,  had 
Congenital  Club-foot  (right),  and  3 boys,  aged  1 year  10  months 
& 1 year  1 1 months  (2)  had  bowing  of  the  legs  due  to  Rickets;  the 
boy  'ged  3 days  was  admitted  to  the  Shropshire  Orthopaedic  Hos- 
pital on  the  21:10:29  and  was  discharged  on  i8:12:29.  In  con- 
nection with  the  old  cases,  the  defects  were  Congenital  Club- 
foot (left).  Congenital  Flat  Feet,  and  bowing  of  legs  due  to 
Rickets  (2  cases). 

Adults.— There  were  5 new  cases  (males  3,  females  2);  total 
attendances  38  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  28,  Leominster  8, 
Craven  Arms  l,and  Hereford  I,),  and  9 old  cases  (males  2, 
females  7);  total  attendances  55  (Llandrindod  Wells  Centre  54, 
Craven  Arms  1). 

Of  the  new  cases,  3 males,  aged  16,  20  and  64  years  suffered 
from  Flat  Feet,  Claw  Feet  and  Arthritis  respectively,  and  2 
females,  aged  20  and  65  years,  from  Spastic  Paraplegia.  In 
connection  with  the  old  cases,  the  defects  were  as  follows  : — 
Claw  Feet  (3);  Poliomyelitis  (2,  male  and  female),  Scoliosis  (\) 
Arthritis  of  Spine  [1],  Old  Fracture,  [left  ankle]  and  Flat  Feet 
[1],  and  left  Hemiplegia  [1  male].

NUMBER  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED  IN  EACH  DISTRICT. 
Cases  notified  in  each  locality,  year  ended  31st.  December,  1929- 
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Scarlet  Fever — Cases  occurred,  during  the  first  quarter  in 
Knighton  (Urban,),  and  during  the  last  quarter  in  Presteigne, 
and  in  the  parishes  of  Llanelwedd,  Llowcs  ;and  Llandewy. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Diphtheria. — Particulars  are  given  in  the  table.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

Measles. — The  disease  was  present  in  epidemic  form  in  the 
parish  of  St.  Harmon’s  during  the  third  quarter  of  the  year.  One 
death  occurred  of  a female  aged  1-2  years,  at  Llandrindod  Wells. 

Whooping  Cough — The  disease  was  present  in  epidemic 
form  in  Llandrindod  Wells  during  the  third  quarter  in  the  par- 
ishes of  Evenjobb  and  Heyope  during  the  fourth  quarter,  and 
in  the  parish  of  Disserth  during  the  second  quarter;  a few  cases 
occurred  in  the  parish  of  Llanyre  during  the  fourth  quarter.  One 
death  occurred  of  a male  under  1 year  in  the  Rhayader  Rural 
District. 

Influenza. — This  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  County  dur- 
ing the  first  quarter.  There  were  8 deaths  (2  males,  6 females,) 
in  the  Urban  Districts  and  4 (3  males;  1 female)  in  the  Rural 
Districts/  5 deaths  occurred  at  the  age  period  45-65  years  and  7 
at  the  age  of  65  years  and  upwards. 

Smallpox. — On  page  20  of  my  Annual  Report  for  1921,  and 
in  succeeding  Report,  I have  referred  to  this  disease,  which  is  on 
the  increase  in  England  and  Wales  on  account  of  non-vaccina- 
tion. The  percentage  of  children  (medically  inspected  in  1929) 
unvaccinated  was  42‘9  compared  with  37'8  in  1922. 

Puerperal  Fever,  Pyrexia. — The  3 notifications  of  Puer- 
peral Fever  were  in  connection  with  married  women  aged  21, 
25  and  26  years;  the  first  two  were  removcrl  to  the  Llandrindod 
Wells  Hospital,  under  arrangements  with  your  Authority-  1 lie 
deaths  occurred  of  the  2 women  aged  24  and  26  years. 

Four  notifications  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  received,  in 
connection  with  3 married  women,  (2  aged  36  and  40  years), and 
1 unmarried  woman,  (aged  26  years);  the  latter  was  removed  to 
the  Llandrindod  Wells  Hospital.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1929,  reports  of  26  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  on 
Form  A (21  Pulmonary  and  5 Non-Pulmonary)  were  received 
through  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  and  in  addition, 
information  in  regard  to  5 deaths  (1  Pulmonary  and  4 Non- 
Pulmonary),  which  had  not  been  previously  notified,  was  ob- 
tained from  the  death  returns  of  the  Registrar  General.

monary  4 (36  per  cent).  2 (Non-Pulmonary)  were  notified  on 
the  same  date  as  death. 

It  is  chiefly  the  Non-Pulmonary  cases  that  are  not  notified, 
and  in  the  majority  of  these  (this  especially  applies  to  Meningitis) 
it  is  difficult  to  make  a diagnosis  until  within  a short  period  of 
death,  as  the  disease  runs  a rapid  course. 

A male  aged  42  years,  who  belonged  to  the  Painscastle  Rural 
Uistrict,  died  from  the  Pulmonary  form,  he  had  previously  resided 
in  another  district,  and  had  probably  been  notified,  but  no 
transfer  of  the  certificate  had  been  sent.  Two  males  aged  4 
months  and  24  years  respectively,  and  a female  aged  6 years, 
die  i at  Llandrindod  Wells  from  Tubercular  Meningitis,  and  a 
female  aged  21  years  from  the  same  disease  in  the  Rhayader 
Rural  District. 


Deaths. — During  the  year  there  were  13  deaths  from  Pul- 
monary Tuberculosis  (7  males,  6 females)  and  8 deaths  (4  males, 
' females)  from  Non-Puhnonary  Tuberculosis;  particulars  in  re- 
b;ird  to  districts  and  age  periods  arc  given  in  Tables  I & II. 
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Non- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Information  was  received  on 
Form  A.  in  regard  to  6 cases.  There  were  4 males,  whose  ages 
were  4 months,  2,  4,  14  and  55  years,  and  2 females,  aged  4 and  6 
years.  Two  males  (aged  4 months  and  2 years)  and  2 females 
('aged  4 years  6 years)  suffered  from  Meningitis;  a male  (14  years 
suffered  from  Tuberculosis  of  Tarsus.

CANCER,  MALIGNANT  DISEASE.

Districts  and  22  [12  males  10  females]  in  the  Rural  Districts. 


Information  in  regard  to  districts  and  age  periods  is  given 
in  Tables  I and  II.  Appendix. 


Cancer  is  increasing  and  it  is  important  that  chronic 
irritation,  from  whatever  source,  should  be  prevented,  and  med- 
ical advice  obtained  early.  Operative  treatment  is  only  success- 
ful, if  the  disease  is  removed  completely  in  its  earliest  stage. 

RESPIRATORY  DISEASE. 

There  were  25  deaths  [males  15,  females  10]  from  Respiratory 
Disease,  other  than  Tuberculosis,  during  the  year  compared 
with  24  in  1928,  nine  deaths  (4  males.  5 females)occurred  in  the 
Urban  and  16  (11  males,  5 females)  in  the  Rural  Districts. 


Particulars  are  given  in  Tables  I and  II.  Appendix.  There 
■were  10  deaths  from  Bronchitis  [3  males,  7 females]  and  13 
deaths  from  Pneumonia  [10  males,  3 females].

MENTAL  DISEASE. 


This  was  referred  to  on  pages  45  and  46,  Annual  Report  for 
1925. 


At  the  end  of  December,  1929,  there  were  74  persons  [26  males 
48  females]  belonging  to  Radnorshire,  in  the  Mid  Wales  Mental 
Hospital,  Talgarth,  13  persons  [5  males,  13  females]  were 
admitted  from  Radnorshire  during  the  year. 


In  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Disorder,  published  in  1926,  the  importance  of  the  pre- 
vention of  Mental  Diseases,  is  referred  to. 
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In  reference  to  early  treatment,  the  Report  states  : — “In  the 
Ca«;e  of  every  other  type  of  Institution  for  the  treatment  of  dis- 
ease. the  aim  is  to  get  into  touch  with  the  patient  at  the  earliest 
possible  stage  of  his  attack  and  to  ward  off,  or  at  least  to  miti- 
gate its  effects.  Not  so  with  the  case  of  mental  illness;  contrary 
to  the  accepted  canons  of  preventive  medicine,  the  patient  who 
is  becoming  mentally  ill  is  not  admitted  or  admissable  to  most 
r.f  the  Institutions  provided  for  his  treatment,  until  the  disease 
has  progressed  so  far  that  he  has  become  a certifiable  lunatic. 
Then,  and  then  only,  is  he  eligible  for  treatment.”  Mental  illness 
must  be  distinguished  from  feeblemindedness  (mental  deficiency], 
the  latter  is  a failure  of  mental  development,  and  is  incurable, 
while  mental  illness  is  often  preventable  and  in  many  cases 
curable. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 


During  1929,  2 throat  swabs  were  examined  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association;  London,  for  the  presence  of  Diphtheria 
bacilli,  in  neither  case  were  these  organisms  detected.  8 spec- 
imens of  blood  were  sent  to  the  Birmingham  University  Labor- 
atory for  examination  for  the  Wasserman  re-action,  2 were  pos- 
itive, 2 doubtful  and  4 negative.

To  conform  to  the  stand- 
ad  of  Grade  A.  milk,  the  number  of  organisms  must  not  exceed 
200,000  per  c.c.  and  B.  coli  must  not  be  present  in  1-lOOthc  c. 
h ratified  milk  must  notcontain  more  than  30,000  per  cent  organ- 
' ■ms  in  1 c.c.  and  no  B.  coli  in  1-100  c.c.;  in  neither  case  must 
the  milk  be  heated. 

Twelve  samples  conformed  to  the  standard  of  Grade  A. 
milk;  in  6 cases  samples  had  previously  been  taken  from  the 
\ endors. 

Four  samples  conformed  to  grade  A.  Standard  in  regard  to 
Ao.  of  organisms,  but  contained  15.  coli  ; one  sample  contained 
•-'3,000  percent  organisms  per  c.c-  but  no  organisms  of  the  coli 
hr°up  in  1-I0th  and  1- 100th  c.c. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  regard  to  cleanliness  ; I 
yferred  1°  ttiis  matter  in  detail  on  pages  32  and  33  Annual  Report 
for  lqys. 
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Wheie  the  results  of  the  examinations  of  milk  were  unsatis- 
factory, communications  were  sent  to  the  District  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  and  the  Vendors. 

Tubercle  Bacilli  in  Milk. — On  page  33  of  my  Annual 
Report  for  1938,  I referred  to  the  considerable  amount  of  disease 
and  loss  of  life,  especially  in  childhood,  caused  by  the  bacilli  of 
bovine  tuberculosis. 

During  1929,  7 samples  of  milk  were  taken  by  Mr.  Powell, 
Inspector  of  Food  and  Drugs,  and  sent  for  examination  for  Tub- 
ercle Bacilli,  to  the  Bacteriological  Department  of  the  Univer- 
city  of  Liverpool. 

It  was  reported  to  me  that  a cow  slaughtered  in  one  of  the 
private  slaughter  houses  in  Knighton  Urban  District  had  been 
found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis  ; all  the  organs  were  affec- 
ted, and  also  the  udder.  I was  requested  by  the  District  Medical 
Officer  to  have  the  remainder  of  the  herd  of  milking  cows  on  the 
farm  (situate  in  the  Knighton  Rural  District)  inspected  bv 
the  County  Veterinary  Inspector;  this  was  arranged  under  Sec.  1 
ofthe  Milk  and  Dairies  Consolidation  Act,  1915/  no  clinical  evi- 
dence of  Tuberculosis  was  found  in  the  2 dairy  cows:  two 
samples  of  milk  (referred  to  above)  were  sent  away  for  examin- 
ation for  Tubercle  bacilli.) 

A real  endeavour  should  be  made  to  detect  infected  animals 
earlier  by  gaining  the  co-operation  of  the  farmer,  by  the  offer  M 
free  veterinary  assistance  for  all  doubtful  cases  and  by  extending 
the  examinations  to  the  other  cows  on  the  farm  containing  a re- 
ported advanced  case,  as  may  be  done  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order  of  1925. 

Until  greater  precautions  are  taken  in  regard  to  cleanliness 
of  milk,  and  the  detection  of  early  Tuberculosis  in  cows,  it  is 
essential  that  all  rnilk  should  be  pasteurised  before  use 


HOUSING. 


On  pages  51  and  52,  Annual  Report  for  1925,  1 gave  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  Housing. 

Particulars,  in  tabular  form,  in  regard  to  Housing,  are  in- 
quired by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  On  pages  34 — 36, Annual  Repoit 
for  1927,  I gave  information  in  regard  to  new  houses  erected  d'-"' 
ing  1927,  and  also  particulars  in  regard  to  defective  house-- 
inspected  during  the  years  1924—26  inclusive.  At  the  time  • 1 
writing  (July  7th,  1930),  only  3 Reports  had  been  received. 
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No  new  houses  were  erected  in  the  Presteigne  Urban  District. 
Five  houses  were  inspected  for  housing  defects,  and  these  were 
found  not  to  be  in  all  respects  reasonably  fit  for  habitation;  they 
were  rendered  fit  in  consequence  of  informal  action. 

Five  representations  were  made  under  the  I lousing  Act,  1925, 
with  a view  to  the  making  of  closing  orders.  In  connection 
with  5 houses,  closing  orders  were  determined  after  the  houses 
had  been  ordered  fit  for  habitation. 

In  the  Painscastle  Rural  District,  12  houses  were  inspected 
and  recorded  under  the  Housing  Consolidated  Regulations,  1925. 
Notices  requiring  repairs  were  served  in  connection  with  4 houses 
and  4 houses  were  rendered  fit  by  owners  after  service  of  formal 
notices. 


In  the  New  Radnor  Rural  District,  2 new  houses  were  erec- 
ted by  private  persons.  Fourteen  houses  were  inspected  for 
housing  defects  Five  houses  were  found  not  to  be  in  all  respects 
reasonably  fit  for  habitation,  and  were  rendered  fit  in  consequence 
of  informal  action. 

Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  1927 — P.  ring  the  year  2 
applications  were  received  by  vour  Council  for  assistance. 

A Cottage  unoccupied  and  in  ruins  was  re-built,  it  now 
contains  kitchen  16’  x 12’,  back-kitchen  10’  x 7’  8”,  larder, 
and  2 bedrooms  12’  x 12’  & 12’  x 10’  ; a grant  of  £75  was  made 
to  the  owner. 

An  old  chapel  has  been  converted  into  2 cottages,  each  with 
’ lichen  12’  '3  x 11’,  back  kitchen  9'  9’  x 11’  3,  and  3 bedrooms 
M small,)  ; a ’.larder  is  provided  and  water  closet,  accommodation. 
A grant  of  £"100  has  been  made  to  the  owner. 

More  use  could  be  made  with  advantage  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  for  dealing  with  defective  houses.

Institution  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Employed — A male  aged  25  years  is  a Home  Worker,  and 
repairs  boots;  he  receives  4/-  a week  in  augmentation  of  his 
earnings.  Four  males  follow  occupations  as  follows: — Piano 
Tuner(l\  Journalist  and  Piano  'Tuner  (lj,  Innkeeper  (1),  Farm 
Labourer  (1)  (this  youth  assists  his  father).  A female  is  a 
domestic  servant. 

Unemployable — At  the  end  of  the  year,  2 males  and  1 
female  each  received  2/6  a week  allowance  from  your  Authority. 

MENTAL  DEFICIENCY. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  49  persons  (26  males,  23 
females)  on  the  Register;  mentally  defective  children,  other  than 
Imbeciles,  are  not  included. 

There  are  at  present  6 persons  (3  males,  3 females)  under 
Order  in  Certified  Institutions. 

Two  males,  aged  22  and  23  years,  are  in  the  Forden  Institu- 
tion, Montgomery;  the  former  was  admitted  on  June  25th,  1 9 -H4 
A youth  aged  17  years  is  in  the  Stoke  Park  Colony,  near  Bristol. 

A girl  aged  1 1 years  was  in  Caersws  Institution,  Montgom- 
ery, at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  2 females,  aged  17  and  35,  m 
Pantglas  Mall,  Carmarthenshire/  the  former  was  admitted  on 
May  23  rd,  1929. 

Accommodation  is  available  in  Pantglas  Institution  for 
trainable  females  from  7 years  upwards.  Accommodation  for 
male  patients  is  now  under  consideration. 

The  remainder  of  the  cases  are  under  supervision. 

There  is  no  Voluntary  Association  in  the  County,  visits  an' 
made  to  the  homes  by  myself  and  the  District  Nurses. 

Feebleminded  etc.,  under  the  Poor  Law,  will  be  dealt  'v  i t h 
in  the  next  Annual  Report.
